which the railroads run. Their 
investigations have proven that 
a great deal of its passenger 
traffic is being drawn from it 
and being taken care of by the 
traction systems. 

"The Louisville & Nashville is 
only one of the many railroads 
over the country that finds itself 
compelled to take some step to 
retain its trade. The move- 
ment seems to be general over 
the country and recent improve- 
ments in gas motor cars have 
placed the railroads in a posi- 
tion where they can take care nf 
themselves. 

« "It is given out, not officially, 
but on pretty good authority, 
that the L. & N. will try, as an 
I experiment, a line between 
I Madisonville and Earlingtoo, for 
| which Mf will build another 
track. When the line between 
I the two Hopkin«*countv cities is 
; complete, cars will be run at 
short intervals and a very mod- 
erate fare will be charged. The 
company will endeavor to use 
the latest improvements in all 
departments «f its Madisonville- 
Earlington lice, and the result 
of its conditions will fee awaited 
with considerable interest, both 
locally and elsewhere. 7 ' 

To which the ^Mcdisonville 
Hustler add* : 

"The Hustler can not 
authoritatively on the matter 
but there is a gread deal of basis 
for the article in the the Jour- 
nal. The growth <*f 'the traction 
lineR has stimulated the steam 
roads to try to find some way of 
meeting the competition in pass- 
enger travel developed by the 
traction lines. The difficulty 
with the steam roads has been 
that the expense of operating 
cars propelled by steam is too 
expensive when applied to small 
cars and frequent trips to be con- 
sidered practicable, while for 
large trains like those regularly 
operated by the steam roads, 
steam is the most, economical 
fuel that has been found. But 
steam is uot capable of being 
reduced to small units like elec- 
tricity and other motive power 
used by the traction lines, and 
therefore rapid service like these 
lines furnhh has been considered 
impracticable by the steam 
roads. But it is now claimed 
that a gas motor car has been in- 
vented that will enable the 
jHeam lines to operate small curs 
' at frequent intervals, between 
points where such service is con- 
sidered desirably* and it is al- 
together likely that a great de 
Velopment will take place along 
that lino in connection with the 
steam roads. • 

"The L. & N. has installed a 
sapid service between Evans- 
srille and Mt. Vernon, Ind., re- 
tly, owing to the competition 
the traction line that has 



built connecting these 
place*. At present this service 
is operated by steam, but if the 
gas motor invention pans out, 
the servieo will be equipped 

with it. " 

RURAL FREE DELIVERY ROUTES. 

580 in Kentucky on September lit With 
193 Petitions Pending. 

Washington, Sept. 13.— A bul- 
letin has been issued by the 
Postofflce Department and it 
shows that on September 1 there 
were 580 rural routes in opera- 
tion in Kentucky, and 198 peti- 
tions for additional nuites were 
pending. The Eleventh is the 
only district in Kentucky that 
has no rural routes, and twenty- 
Petitions from that district are 
pending, seven having been re- 
jected. The Second Congression- 
al district has 100 routes with 
petitions pending for Hi more. 
In the country at large 32,927 
rural routes wore in operation 
September 1, with 4,780 petitions 
ponding. Kentucky rauks sev- 
enteenth in the Union in the 
number of its rural routes, Ill- 
inois leading, with Indiana, 
Iowa and Ohio each having over 
SMMO routes.

It was stated 
by Mr. Fertgo, who represented 
the tobacco interests of the Ital- 
ian government, that contracts 
have been close* with Tandy dt 
Farleigh to centinue buying for 
the Italian government in the 
Hopkinsville and Clarksville dis- 
trict^ and with Williams laV- 
Murrav, of Springfield, and W. 
C. White £ <C©«, of Cadiz, to buy 
in theee districts. T. J. SUM 
would also continue to buy (or 
them at fttducah. The other 
eight contracts for this eectio* 
are Field Bros, of Fulton, Gard- 
ner ft Walker of Mayfield, tirii 
<fc Baruett-ef Murray, Ky., and 
Moss & Lewis at Martin, Tenn.

Kentucky Crop Report. 

The month of August was 
very seasonable. Some locali 
ties complain of most too much 
rain, and some of not enough. 
But, as a whole, crops have not 
suffered materially by either 
drouth or excess of rain. 

The corn crop is a good one. 
The only complaints are, that on 
low, wet lands it suffered for 
want of proper cultivation and 
some of it drowniug out. But 
taking the State over, the crop 
is a full average. 

The yield of wheat per acre is 
a little below the average for 
the State. Oats and rye are 
above the average. 

The tobacco crop is also a good 
one, and an unusual amount has 
been housed for the time of year. 
There was some damage done by 
worms, and in some localities it 
suffered for cultivation, There is 
also some complaint of house- 
burn of the early cutting. There 
seems to be quite a good deal of 
the 1004 crop still in hands of t he 
farmers. Fourteen per cent of 
the burley and 25 per cent of 
dark remains unsold Septembei 
1st. Prices of tobacco of the 
1904 crop, compared with prices 
«l the previous crop, were for 
burley 14 per cent less, while 
that ot dark was 10 per 
more. 

The hay crop is a full average 
iu quantify, but a large per cent 
of it is more or lees damaged by 
excessive moisture at the time of 
harvesting. 

Live stock of all kinds are re- 
ported in good condition. No di- 
sease of any kind is reported 
from any county in the State. 
About the usual number of 
young colts and mules are re- 
ported. Breeding cattle and 
sheep are about an average, 
while breeding sows are a little 
below. On the whole, the farm- 
ers seem to be in good shape so 
far as an abundant harvest is 
concerned.

Clark county probably raises t\u 
most varied crops of any section It 
Die State of Indiana and has sever 
al peculiar industries, one of winch 
is a skunk farm near Marysville. 
where the animals are raised for the 
pelts. Not far from this highly 
scented place is a dog farm \»n 
Washington township, where var- 
ious breeds are leared and sold. Iu 
Charleston township is another dog 
farm, where nothing but coon dogs 
are looked after, the proprietor of 
the Industry getting higher prices 
for them. Near Nabb is the head' 
quarters of a side show, ^where 
snakes are bred for sale. There is a 
farm not far from Jeffersonville, 
where tuples are raised in large 
numbers. 

In Bethlehem township a number 
of farmers devote a good part of 
their land to the culture of the sun- 
flower, which ib grown for its seed, 
and the crop this season ta expected 
to reach 100 tons and bring in a rev- 
enue of $8,000. In the same locality 
butter bean raising is a paying in- 
dustry, and hundreds of gallons are 
now be4ng shipped to Louisville and 
Cincinnati. 

A ginseng farm on Camp creek, 
Washington towusliiu. is attracting 
considerable attention. Next year 
the first crop of routs will be gath- 
ered. Ou the knobs in the vicinity 
at St. Joseph's Hill, Is probably the 
largest grape vineyard in Indiana, 
nearly the entire crop being used in 
making wine. Near Henryville is 
one of the few foreBt reservations in 
the couutry, and in' this Mongolian 
pheasants are being- raised in large 
numbers. Almost in' the town of 
Bethlehem is a pecan orchard, one 
of tho very few in the State of In- 
diana. Formerly Clark county fur- 
nished one-half of the orchard grass 
grown In this country, but the 
ground, so the farmers say, has be- 
come "tired" and the orop Is no 
longer so large. The seed h» all 
sent to Germany to be used in dye 

houses.

pay of women teachers Is under 40 a 
month. 

It is pointed out that In a certain 
locality of North Carolina a man 
who trains puppies for quall-hunt- 
Ing draws a better salary than any 
school teacher In the community. 

In the State of Indiana 12,000 
teachers receive leas than WOO per 
year each, and there are other 
States iu which the showing would 
be worse. 

Are the people of the Ignited 
States in earnest about their desire 
tor thorough education? And If they 
are, cannot they realize that while 
e— perhaps many thousands of 
good teaehers— will work for a pit- 
tance bscaaBe they must, the high- 
est talent will get out of the busi- 
ness when opportunity offers, and 
that there is and will continue to be 
arcity of the best teachers be- 
cause of the scaut salaries paid and 
lered? 

Modern educatiou will not progress 
i It should, or produce the results 
desired, until there is more justice 
diBplayed in dealing with those who 
do the work and bear the burdens.—

that, properly done, there should be

inly sound, ripe apples should be 
used, avoiding dirty fruit or washing 
before pressing. Uso only juice from 
the best pressing, place in clean bar- 
rels which have been treated with 
hot water or steam to destroy unde- 
sirable germs. The barrels should 
not be full, nor tightly corked, as free 
access of air is desirable. In ordi- 
nary cellar temperatures the first 
stage, the alcoholic fermentation, 
should be complete in five or six 
months; but by storing in warmer 
rooms, and by the use of yeast die 
time can be much shortened. The 
second stage, the acetic fen 
tion, may be hastened by heat and 
by use of a good "starter" or "moth- 
er," or sharp vinegar.
